Steiner, Charlotte Doubl ——- 
LOLLY'S PONY RIDE Paper over board;$2.75;103x82 


Every child nowadays wants a pony to ride, and Lolly was no exception. A 
toy didn't suit her, nor a hobby horse. So she made up a pony of her own, drew him 
big enough to go anywhere and do anything, and then took off - in her imagination - 
achieving ail the things she wanted to do with her very own pony. Her adventures 
wound up in a circus performance- and then she came home to teil them all about her 
experiences. Here's a pony ride any imaginative child can share. (Publ.1C:59-5900)

CIRCUS MAGIC Board; $2.50; 12x8 


The circus comes to town. There are horses, acrobats, trained animals, 
and the little clown who never seems to do anything quite right. Still, he is a 
winsome little clown and everyone from the Chinese jugglers to the lion cub like him. 
Written in regular couplets which are somewhat mechanical, the material is well within 
the grasp of the youngest reader, and the flat color illustrations of Katerina 
ake with the charm of a patchwork quilt-revive the occasionally mono- 
e tonous text.

Mia, a little Dutch doll, lives in an attic and dreams of happier times 
when she was fondled on the lap of a young mistress. It is only her conviction that 
a blue day will come, a day on which dolls play and people sleep, that sustains her. 
Mia's blue day finally arrives and with it the fulfillment of Mia's wish to play 
dolls with a live baby. A somewhat sentimental story, the Blue Doll gains stature 
from Rene Guillot's poetic style and his inclusion of vivid visual detail. [llus- 
trated by Margery Gill in appropriately poetic drawings.

Lines, Kathleen & Abelard-Schuman 
Montgomerie, Norah POEMS AND PICTURES Cloth; $2.95; 10x8 


Over fifty poems are collected here in this tasteful volume. Based on the 
premise that children's imaginations are active and respond to beauty of language 
and conception, the major poets in the English language appear here in poems, not 
necessarilly for children, but within the grasp of a child's experience. Humor, 
mystery, childhood genre, nonsense, nature, treated by poets of Irish, British, Scot- 
tish, and American origin, ranging from traditional ballads to contemporary works. 
Illustrated by Norah Montgomerie, this evocative collection is a tonic to a gene- 
ration of children suffering from the malnourished imagination imposed upon them by 
television and comic books.

The humor is there, the subtle barbs, the refreshing honesty of 
childhood, in both the new translation which has the inimitable gift of the story teller 
and the magic pictures. Some are done in lively line, others in vivid colors, all with

LOOK OUT THE WINDOW Cloth; $1.95; 4sx8 


In her successful A Friend Is Someone Who Likes You, Joan Angiund proved that 
she had compassed the small child's world. Now, once more, she somehow manages to see 
that small world as a child would see it from a window. There are houses and dogs and 
people doing all sorts of things - but none of them are quite the same as a small girl 
or a small boy sees his own house, his own dog, his own cat- and his own parents. The 
pictures in line and wash are quaintly dated, but this doesn't bother the smail fry too 
much. What may bother them is the unexplained shift of viewpoint from girl to boy - and 
the conclusion "you are the only one in the wide world that is you". A very minor crit- 
icism of an enticing book to read aloud.

* In a sunny meadow live the dear friends, a group of animals--rabbits, frogs, 
squirreis, bears, foxes, raccoons, skunks, chipmunks. Bound together by their membership 


in a friendship club they frolic and explore in good natured companionship. This book, 
composed of episodes in the lives of various members, emphasizes the appealing nature of 
its creatures, resting lightly on possibility, darting here and there in caprices of 
whimsy and tenderness. Zhenya Gay's black and white illustrations admirably capture the 
sympathy and tenderness with which she regards animals. Those who read the author's

* There were the five Rollatinis, a marvelous bareback troupe. Then there was 
the sixth Rollatini, Bambino, the extra member of the family for whom there simply was 
no room on Ammonia, the horse. How the Rollatinis and the members of the circus strive 
to find Bambino a niche makes up the plot of this story which invites the young reader 
on a lavish tour of the big top. Jan Balet's illustrations are as expansive and bright 
as his text is tender. A familiar background is endowed here with fresh interest and 
excitement.

Bowman, Clare . Rand McNally 
BUSYBODIES: The Busy ABC's Cloth; $2.75; 7x9 


An alphabet book, this conducts the pre-reader from A to Z. Listing a series 
of occupations, the first letter of the key word is consistently omitted--irplane pilots, 
-akers, -arpenters--etc. Presumably this omission will encourage the child to use some 
initiative and participation in the reading experience. [Illustrated by Virginia Carten 
in four colors,this is a pedestrian text whose chief virtue lies in the amount of factual 
material regarding occupations which it imparts. (10/5)

OTTO IN TEXAS Cloth; $2.50; 65x9 3/4 


* In text and beguiling pictures, the exciting adventures of the giant dog, Otto, 
whom we met in Otto at Sea carry him to Texas. His master, Duke, has refused a million 
doliars for him, but accepts an invitation to a de luxe ranch, where Otto, in character- 
istic form, unearths a plot, digs up some dinosaur relics, discovers an oil well. Here's 
the answer for the book that will unsettle the craze for comics. What a dog! (9/7)

A BOOK OF MOON ROCKETS FOR YOU Cloth; $3.00; 85x 


A companion volume to 4 Book of Satellites for You, this is a playful but 
direct and informative discussion of moon travel. Going into detail regarding the 
various rockets and mechanisms which are the forerunners to impending moon trips-- 
rockets, probes--the author manages to impart painlessly a substantial amount of 
factual information. Further discussion of the nature of the moon and the advantages 
to securing a foothold there makes this a basically complete examination of a tech- 
nical problem for the early age level. Leonard Kessler's three colored illustrations 
are consistent with the simple »ut instructive nature of the text. (9/15.L0:59-1129}4) 


McClung, Robert M. Morrow 
OTUS The Story of a Screech Owl Cloth; $2.50; 83x7 


* Another in the series of life cycle books is this excellent story of a 
sereech owl. The naming of Robert McClung's owl is his one concession to sentiment- 
ality in this depiction of the necessary brutality which is part of the pattern of 
animal survival. Taken from Otus' conception, through his own mating, one witnesses 
the killing of smaller animals by the owls as well as the destruction of members of 
the owl family by their natural enemies. Lloyd Sandford's illustrations are dramatic 
and capture the intense concentrations with which Robert McClung, author of Luna, 
handles the life cycle.

Goudey, Alice E. Scribner 
HERE COME THE RACCOONS: Side sewn; $2.50; 6x7 


Another Here Comes book, this latest addition introduces the reader to 

raccoons, in general, and in particular to a baby raccoon from his birth up to his 

maturation two years later. The cycle of the raccoon, his habits, his enemies-are 

presented in an appealing and intimate manner and further dramatized by the author's 
tender illustrations. An additional section of the text mentions animals related 

generically to the raccoon--the Panda, Koala Bear, etc. A pleasant introduction to 
zoology for the beginning reader. (9/14)

CALYPSO HOLIDAY $2.75 


Sixth grade arithmetic end an enforced separation from a pony leave Gayle 
Carter with a somewhat melancholic view of life. But when her uncle invites her to 
vacation with him in the Bahamas and sends her on quest of a mysterious treasure, 
enthusiasm quickly replaces depression. The treasure is won by means of various 
arithmetical calculations which happily prove excellent remedial devices. And the 
boon itself far exceeds the expectations of the heroine, who in seeking gold uncovers 
hope in another human being. A neat little story with colorful sidelights on the 
Bahamas, written with a genuine appreciation of the world of the growing child.

Falter Tom, 
an old man, many years ago lost the use of a leg at sea. Of a cheerful disposition, 
he limps quietly through his village causing harm to no one, a pleasant enough insti- 
tution. Then a green boy suddenly appears to the old man and bids him enter the 
watery dominion. Smitten by the beauty of the ocean, Tom chooses to yield to the 
law of the sea and remain there, forever ageless. And so the power which claimed his 
leg eloquently repays its debt. Imaginatively conceived and executed. An ephemeral 
but captivating fantasy.

Their new 
home on Rocking Hill Road is somewhat more lively than they anticipate when it becomes 
evident that no household here is complete without its own horse. Very soon the Bixbys 
rent themselves Sailor, an animal of noteworthy ingenuity and humor. Sailor's implication 
in a somewhat dubious business enterprise involves the two boys in a career of sleuthing 
which ultimately makes them full time owners of the lively horse. A humorous story which 
bases its appeal on the zany antics of a whimsical animal and his two masters.

The guests,- a magician, an eccentric poodle owner, an 
artist and two gangsters with a penchant for poodle snatching, furnish a background of 
mock mystery. And Kirby's therapeutic effect on a "poor little rich girl" give this 4 


Written by the author of Caddie Woodlawn and 
Baby Island. this is a fresh and diverting story with intrigue tailored to the specifica- 
tions of the pre-teen reader.

BORN TO RACE $2.95 


To eleven-year-old Suzy Taylor, life on a Virginia horse farm holds everything 
a child could desire. But when the champion mare, Falada, is injured, not only is the 
horse's racing future ruined, the entire economy of the farm is jeopardized. Suzy's 
effort to groom Falada's foal into a champion and the foal's ultimate victory at the Derby 
make a framework for a story rich in equine detail. Dramatic by virtue of the real enthu- 
siasm for horses it imparts, this book does not turn to contrived situations to gain impact. 
An informative story which will please readers who in fact or in fancy have been entrusted 
with the care of a colt.

THE CHEERFUL HEART $2.50 


A story of the rebuilding of lives as well as homes in bombed Tokyo, after the 
war was over, told through the tale of small Tomi and the Tamaki family. It is refreshing 
to have a modern Japanese setting, even though the picture of poverty and destruction is 
not a pretty one. The Tamakis, once a well-to-do family, meet the situation with very 
normal response - disillusionment, disappointment, but ultimately with momentary acceptance, 
until something better is available. And Tomi gave her gift of "a cheerful heart" even 
when her beloved bicycle was stolen - and at the end when the room she had longed for must 
be sacrificed. While the story is told on a somewhat dead level- the total impression is € 
on Illustrated by Taro Yashima whose pictures enhance the authenticity of the story.

* Corrie, a ten-year-old Negro girl, yearns to aid the Union cause as her 
father does, by serving as a scout. Her opportunity comes when she stumbles 
upon a@ runaway orisoner, a white soidier who is attempting to rejoin the Northern 
troops arter a siege of brutal imprisonment. Corrie and her father help the young 
man, and as a result of her intrepid work she is given the alternative either to 
serve as a scout through the Southern mountains or to continue her education in pre- 
paration for the peace. She chooses the latter out of a more mature consideration 
of the Negro's predicament. An interesting inversion of a familiar theme--a slave 
helps a white man through the underground railway network--good detail of a specific 
locale, and Mimi Cooper Levy's unusually tender portrayal of character makes this 
story one of special appeal.

CYCLONE $2.75 


* In the chaos that was Texas in the 1850's, Cyclone, a pinto mule, plays 
his comic, but ultimately helpful role in the relocation of the hostile Comanche. 
Smitten with love for a military mare, Cyclone witlessly pursues the reluctant 
Bluebonnet, much to the chagrin of her master, Captain Marcy. But when Bluebonnet 
becomes part of a group of horses stolen by the Indians, only Cyclone's reckless 
devotion is forceful enough to liberate the victims and restore them to their white 
masters. Written by the author of A Dog of the Plains, this story not only gives a 
rich background of history but bases its full humor on the ironic fact of a mule's 
stubborness juxtaposed against his constitutional inability to cope with romance.

THE STORYBOOK OF SCIENCE $2.95 


Bill, an intellectually curious school boy, looks questioningly at the 
world about him. What is electricity? How do plants grow? What is the nature of 
the planets? What makes cars run? Fortunately for the one-dimensional Bill, since 
his questions are not too unanswerable, unfortunately for the quality of the text, 
he is surrounded by obliging adults, who at the least signal from him launch into 
informative discussions, both historical and technical. The information imparted 
here adds up to an adequate survey of science, but the injection of the fictional 
Bill creates an awkward haze about what would otherwise be a competent text book.

Historical and prehistoric findings are reviewed and in each account the initial excite- 
ment of the expedition is contained within her account. A comprehensive introduction to 
archaeology in which both understanding and vitality are consistently manifest. This is 
an excellent series.

ELI WHITNEY AND THE MACHINE AGE $1.95 


The name of Eli Whitney is synonymous with the cotton gin. In this biography 
another invention of equal importance is emphasized: the invention of tools which allowed 
the making of interchangeable gun parts. Although the interchangeable part system was 
already being employed in Europe for the manufacture of other objects, Eli Whitney's 
contribution to the development of this technique not only rendered America a more power- 
ful nation, but established him as a titan of the industrial age. A somewhat lifeless 
narrative, but one which makes an adequate presentation of historical fact. Illustrated 
by Alfred Peterson in black and white.

ROCKETRY THROUGH THE AGES $2.95 


As intriguing as current experimentation in rocket flight are the past exper- 
iences of man in his attempt to fly through rocket propulsion. Tracing various attempts 
in this direction--a fire cracker propelled chair which drove its Chinese inventor to 
eternity in the sixteenth century; a second century Alexandrian device which foretold the 
X-15 aircraft; De Fontana's conception of military rockets in the renaissance, and others-- 
the authors show rocketry in its historical perspective. The final chapters in this book 
are given to current work in the field.

* In the genre of Huckleberry Finn comes this story of Andrew Rusch, Jr., a boy 
from Serenity U.S.A. Andrew's rapport with Onion John, a derelict, springs from his 
childish ability to "suspend disbelief" and from his identification with the man as an 
outcast of adult society. Half-mad, Onion John's delusions are full of simple beneficence, 
a beneficence which, when implemented, somehow has disastrous effects. Torn between his 
sympathy for his friend and the impulses of an approaching maturity, Andrew struggles be- 
tween boyhood and adolescence. His painful but poignant "putting away childish things" is 
treated here with rem»rkable sensitivity and scope. Joseph Krumgold, author of And Now, 
Miguel, brings to the aimensions of childood an understanding born of a truly mature and 
rich understanding.

The three major operas of Mozart-- The Marriage of Figaro, Don 
Giovanni, The Magic Flute --the standard operas of Puccini, Wagner, favorite French 
operas. Cavalleria Rusticana, Der Rosenkavalier,are presented in terms of their plot 
and main cnaracters. Clyde Bulla has managed to give a clear picture of the often 
somewhat confused action of the operas in brief summaries which maintain the glamour 
of the original. Interesting in themselves, these condensations should encourage 
the reader to investigate the rich repertoire of music to which these stories are 
basic.

Here is the story- told through the adventures of Ali, a Syrian camel boy, and his 
dalul, a princely camel named Ben Akbar. How Ali came by his camel; how he reached 
America; how he became chief among the camel boys at the Texas outpost where the 
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camels were broken into American desert work, and how they won through to success in 

charting the breakthrough from Texas to California adds up to good story telling by a 

master hand, and a novel bit of American frontier history. "Hi Jolly" was a misinterpret- 
ation of Ali's name- but Hi Jolly he remained. Kjelgaard has injected a good deal of = 
the pros and cons of the use of camels here- but it all seems relevant, and is done so

BETH AND SETH $2.95 


Sixteen-year-old Beth takes for granted her comfortable life on her uncle's 
Maryland plantation as naturally as she accepts hard work, and the constant presence of 
Seth, an adopted ward. But when her uncle falls for the lure of nineteenth century 
western expansion, the foundations of Beth's life are shaken. The farm is sold, Seth 
feeling that he has lost his birthright, threatens to take off on his own, and Beth sud- 
denly realizes that she loves the boy, not as a brother, but as a sweetheart. After con- 
siderable maneuvering (a robber is apprehended, Beth becomes a tollhouse keeper, Seth 
ducks in and out of fashionable society) the family returns to Maryland, Beth the bride 
of Seth and mistress of her beloved plantation. Convincing romance is served up in 
generous portions in this novel by the author of Pepy’s Boy and Romance for Rosa, with the 
merest seasoning of history to add flavor.

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foreigner to Mr. Diarty) buys the Gobbling Billy but must keep her hidden from Diarty 

(who dislikes even modern motors) and it is in the crypt of his chapel that the car is 

readied for the race, and the works in progress cements a romance as well.... Never ~ 
pressing too hard for its humor, this keeps its touch fresh and young and should appeal

LOST CHILDREN OF PARIS $4.00 


Terneray, a model home for young juvenile delinquents, and wards of the state, 
is the main setting for this novel of lost children, their parents and friends, and the 
men and women, dedicated, good and indifferent, who guide their welfare. Centering around 
Alain, embittered by the discovery that he is an orphan- rejecting angrily his kind foster 
parents to search fruitlessly for “real parents”, and Marc, a product of the Paris slums 
who places loyalty to the gang first, the story shows the slow, often rebuffed, but fi- 
nally successful methods employed by a compassionate juvenile court magistrate and the 
teachers at Terneray to rehabilitate these two boys. France has a markedly low juvenile 
delinquency rate; its lost youth is less vicious in its rebellion than its American 
counterpart, but fortunately, the novel's theme is universal. A humane and often tender 
novel, idealistic, liberal and constructive, if not particularly distinguished as literature.

THE GREEK OF TOLEDO $4.50 


Domenico Theotocopuli, voluntary exile at an early age from his native Crete, e 
remained El Greco, the Greek", throughout his student days in Venice as Titian's appren- 
tice as he did throughout the flowering of his artistic triumphs in Spain. In this ro- 
mantic recapitulation of his career and his two alleged romances--one with a wealthy young 
Spaniard who bore him a child and retreated subsequently into docile insanity, the other 
with a hardy, devoted peasant girl--there is not the slightest hint that here was a man 
capable of inflaming the canvas with a spiritual passion never quite equalled. One by 
one characters appear in poses reminiscent of paintings, but this mechanical fitting to- 
gether of lives with subjects does little to illuminate the artist's work. Set against 
a period of spiritual turmoil, the Inquisition, El Greco emerges as a serious painter, 
concerned with matters of the spirit, shrewd, humorless, and in no way reflective of that 
immense passion of soul which dominated his work and render him, even today, the painter, 
par excellence, of man's consumption by a holy zeal. Weak as a novel, and hopelessly 
inadequate as a serious study of the artist, The Greek Of Toledo neither enlightens nor 
entertains.

From her birth in 1700 to her death at 75, La Belle Abigail scandalized Phila- 
delphia by setting her cap for influential Andrew Hamilton and then running off with his 
son, for marrying the good Benjamin Turner and leaving him for Sir Henry Carstairs whom 
she eventually married in England and, in general, going against every tenet of the Quaker 
faith into which she was born. While Abigail is abroad her son Josiah follows her rebel- = 
lious example, while her daughter Janet becomes a Quaker saint. The story ends with Janet's 
daughter making a happy marriage and Abigail, at last accepted by Philadelphia society, 
dying a peaceful death. Although better written than the average period novel, the heroine's 
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coldly unsympathetic ye rsonality, the confusing multiplicity of incident and character 
and the author's cool detachment do not make for enjoyable or absorbing reading.

Written by the author of The Keys of St. Peter, a highly controversial novel 
published in 1957, which "sold half a million copies abroad and was banned in Italy", 
Knights of Malta revolves about an attempt initiated and pushed to a climax by Cardinal 
Canali, Grand Master of The Order of the Holy Sepulchre, to bring The Order of Malta, an 
ancient, aristocratic, and (most important) sovereign order, under the control of The 


Holy See. When Prince Chigi, Grand Master of The Order of Malta, dies, Canali uses the 
forthcoming election as the point of departure for a campaign which turns into an inter- 
national caucus. Like his former novel, this one will undoubtedly cause a storm of con- 
troversy, especially within the Catholic Church and will probably be more popular abroad 
because of its distinctly European flavor. Well-known figures such as Pacelli and Spellman 
are treated, along with the entire politico-religious locale centering in Italy, with a 
peculiarly sophisticated, tongue-in-cheek style. Extremely entertaining and witty at the 
outset, this is both demanding and intellectual material for the reader, and Peyrefitte, 
though scholarly and accurate in his historical details, tends to leave one with the feeling 
that his fast-moving reporting of this "international trial" loses many finely drawn char- 
acters in a maze of details which obscure, rather than enhance, the over-all appeal of

A long, overgrown novel of the South today deals presumably with the question 
of black and white children sitting down together in school, but before long loses sight 
of integration to focus on intermingling in quite another way.

Craig Price let nothing 
stand in his way; even his softer side seems unreal as he sacrifices all he cares for to 
reach out for wealth and power. His experiences as a seaman on a freighter never gears 
with his howling success in the business world, a success only in small part due to hard a 
work and vision and ambition and in large part to ruthlessness, to compromise, to crooked 
dealings, to inhumanity. Only two characters emerge with more than a measure of decency. 
The others are sullied by the slime Craig Price emits. The story is told with full details 
of sex and its concomitants, with tape recording exactitude of the kind of conversation one 
would normally avoid, and with a zest for the ugliness of the business jungle that makes 
one hesitate to accord any suggestion of irony in the title. Holt is playing this up as 
their big book. We reluctantly concede the probability that it will sell - and profoundly 
regret it.

Sir Francis Shakehurst - becomes a friend, and when Ned knocks out one of Sir Francis' 
fighting stable, he takes the puglist's place in an illegal maul. From then on Ned is 
committed to a career of fighting, in bondage to Francis as well as to Sarah's physical 
demands, and, when blinded and paralyzed after injuries from the Duke of Cumberland, 
through Sarah receives compensation from the Prince of Wales with estates and a title 
in Germany. Cheated out of his earnings and the new honors and fleeing Sarah's treach- 
ery, Ned joins Maguire's string of fighters, wins the harlot Fan from Maguire and is in- 
volved in a murder during a highway robbery. Escaping with Fan and making use of Badger's 
Hall as a hideout, they are in time to deliver Sarah's baby and give Ned his dream - Sarah 
and the Hall. Accented by the crimes of society against its fellow men and the laws that 
demeaned and brutalized the poor, this follows a lively rake's progress in melodramatic 
terms and will not be to the taste of the thin-skinned.

This is an award winning novel by the author of At Last Mr. Tolliver, assistant > 
professor of English at the University of California in Berkeley. The "treatment man" is 
the head psychologist, Howard Pryor, at the Southern State Penitentiary at Creighton- called 
the best run prison in the U.S. until a dramatic and extended riot catapulted the peniten- 
tiary and Pryor into the headlines. While taking full advantage of the implications and 
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complexities of men in crisis - intensified in this case by the psychotic and always 
unpredictable behavior of the inmates, the author maintains the focus of the story 
on the inscrutable Howard Pryor. From the viewpoint of Joe Sharon, assistant psychol- 

ogist, Pryor was a fraud whose every professional move was a gesture of theatrics - 
flamboyantly successful - for the benefit of his peers. Pryor was a man who had to 

be believed in but it is not always made clear just why Pryor has no belief in him- . 
self - although there are the Freudian intimations. The riot provides an exposure 

of motivation: Warden Bean, the only completely honest man, is defeated under the 

first pressures; Dietrich, Pryor's former instructor, remains aloof and ruthless; 

Tavener, the 19 year old prisoner over whom the riot began, becomes everyone's pawn; 

Father Carey, the R.C. chaplain, seems to be the only man who understands where his 
obligations lie but his superior knowledge is ineffectual; and Joe Sharon who did 

not take many chances, rebelled at the right times, eventually is rewarded with 

Pryor's job. There is little in this unusual and compelling novel which is not 
characterized by devious complexity and an inconclusiveness which to some may be 
exasperating.

ADA DALLAS $4.50 


TV newscaster, Steve Jackson, first met Ada Malone when she was working her 
way through college as a weekend call girl. Tommy Dallas, the singing sheriff, first 
saw his future wife when he was interviewed by her on television during his campaign 
as a rubber stamp governor on the ticket managed by state boss Sylvestre Marin... 
Colonel Robert Yancey, director of state police, fell in love with Ada, the governor's 
wife, and became her lover when he was lieutenant-governor, and Ada needed a secret 
from her past covered up. These three men tell the story of classically beautiful, 
ambitious Ada Malone from a New Orleans Irish slum, who, when thwarted to be some- 
body in New Orleans society, diverted her breathless energy and 159 I.Q. to politics, 
and by borrowing tactics from Eva Peron and Huey Long, became a unique success. Her 
death, at the hands of Yancey, won Ada a fine gravestone at the foot of Huey Long's 
memorial in Baton Rouge... In the light of recent happenings in Louisiana, it is not 
very hard for the reader to suspend incredibility as to the political situation out- 
lined in this novel; further, if one substitutes Huey or Earl for Ada, an unfor- 
tunately realistic picture of Louisiana politics emerges. A strong, dramatic nar- 
rative, laced with many surefire sales ingredients, provides compelling and enter- 
taining if undistinguished reading fare.

Arthur Granit's stories have appeared in The Best American Short Stories of 
1956, The O'Henry Awards and The Chosen - a collection of American-Jewish stories. 
This is his first novel. Set in the poor Jewish immigrant section of Brooklyn - 
Brownsville, in the late thirties, this is more a series of sketches of related in- 
cidents involving the same characters than a straight narrative. Seen through the 
eyes of the young boys - Usher, Pickles, Robby, Bibi, everything was a crisis which 
would mark a great turn of events in their self-contained and well-defined world: the 
periodic desertions of Miriam and her five children by her drunkard husband; the plight 
of Podolsky - ill-suited for the role of capitalist landlord, hounded by his dissatis- 
fied wife; the great Marxist discussions culminating in irresolution; the eviction of 
the hysterical "Feather Plucker". But in the midst of the poverty, the European 
radicalism, the displacement and the resignation there was always the peach tree - 
wonder that it existed at all - until that too died, emphasizing that nothing would 
ever change, that they were all lost. A highly unusual novel, inevitably steeped 
in nostalgia and pathos which illuminates a ghetto world.

As such, it is a book 
of entertainment rather than serious purpose, and for centuries it has suffered from the 
academic use to which it has been put. While these, and other points raised, are contro- 
versial- the translation is lucid and concise, the work of a scholar of some originality.

* With Profane Junction Leslie White proved himself able to handle the American 
frontiers and the challenge of the wilderness even more effectively than he had the more 
remote settings of derring-do in earlier novels. Log Jam marks a turning point in the 
history of lumbering as it tells the story of a dedicated and imaginative young lumberman 
who gambled everything on his conviction that he could get logs out of a remote tract in 
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Michigan's Lower Peninsula back in 1875. It is an exciting story of the first at- 
tempt to get logs out by rail instead of water, against every kind of odds- from a 
powerful, all-embracing lumber king's obstructionist policy to nature's own obstacles. 
It is a man's story; wisely the thin thread of romance is kept down to minimum (and 
could have been left out altogether). But the feel of the woods, the mood and tempo 
of the lumber camp and the men who make up the outfit, and the pace of story are all 
skillfully drawn into a whole.

Here is her 
Cary and Perkins background with the parallel picture of Agassiz‘ early life in Europe 
and his first marriage. The threads come together when Elizabeth's mother, at first 
sight, elects Agassiz as the husband for her daughter - not knowing he was already 
married. There is a vivid sense of the forcefulness of Agassiz' personality, his 
absorbed but shared enthusiasm for science and his talents for attracting funds neces- 
sary to his projects; his early misadventures in the United States, and, with the 
death of his first wife, his marriage to Lizzie; and of her winning the love of his 
three children. Then on to Agassiz’ tremendous contributions to Harvard; the expedi- 
tions on which Lizzie, the untravelled, accompanied him; their home in Cambridge which 
was always a meeting place for other professors, students and, for a time, a school; 
and their other home at Nahant which was also a laboratory. Lizzie's life was not 
ended when Agassiz died for there was a new school project in the making, which after 
years of delicate and diplomatic maneuvering, became Radcliffe College with Lizzie 
as its first President. As in her other books, Mrs. Tharp here effects a successful 
amalgam of detailed family life with an equal concentration on professional progress 
while viewing her subjects with more than a little personal affection and her results 
are definitely satisfactory, substantial - and enjoyable.

We became an imperialist power, through the Spanish- 
American War and our subsequent- and questionable- acquisition of responsibility for Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, the Philippines. Our diplomacy became a factor at the bargaining tables of 
the Western World - and the Boxer Rebellion precipitated us violently into happenings in 
the Orient. Names famous in our annals appeared on the scene:- Elihu Root, Mark Hanna, 
numerous representatives of the armed services. The McKinley Tariff, which antedates the 
presidency, set a keynote to McKinely's role in the party; the Hay-Pauncefort Treaty, 
equally unpopular in its day, stressed yet another facet of a changing scene. By and 
large, as the panorama unfolds, from McKinley's years of apprenticeship - from Congress- 
man to Governor to President - to the years of achievement, the reader finds himself 
caught up in a shared sense of excitement and participation, an immediacy of mood and 
event, a contemporary echo that gives one a sense of "this is where I came in" as history 
repeats itself.

This book by the Planning Committee Chairman of the Washington Crossing 
(Pa.) Park Commission tells the story of Emanuel Gottlieb Leutze, painter of what 
the author terms "America's best loved museum picture", Washington Crossing the 
Delaware, and the vast painting itself which, here depicted in color on the book 
jacket, has long been subject to controversy between admiring patriots and carping 
art critics. Born in 1816 in Germany, as a young man in Philadelphia Leutze became 
interested in Washington; returning to Germany, he became a successful artist, paint- 
ing the outsized pictures loved by Victorians, among them a series from the life of 
Columbus; and journeying back and forth across the Atlantic. In 1851 in this country 
he finished Washington Crossing the Delaware: hysterically acclaimed, it was sold for 
$6,000 and in 1897, long after Leutze's death in 1868, was bought for $16,000 for the 
Metropolitan Museum and is now on loan to the museum at Washington Crossing, where 
on Christmas Eve, 1776, Washington and his troops did cross the Delaware to attack 
the British in Trenton. In recent years unkind critics have asked why Washington 
didn't fall overboard and why the American flag is shown before it existed? Comments 
are answered by the author, an adherent of what whodunit writers call the "Little 
Did He Reck" school; she also gives the historical background of the picture and tells 
of other portraits of Washington. Not for sophisticated readers, this heavily en- 
thusiastic book should have an enduring sale at Washington Crossing and will appeal 
to members of patriotic organizations, lending library readers, and admirers of 
Washington amidst ice-floes.

"Move quickly...look for fights...be ready when you find one." With these 
orders to the skippers of eight big, fast Fletcher class destroyers, Commodore Arleigh 
Burke assumed command of Squadron 23 in the South Pacific in October, 1943. In two 
months this doctrine made him famous. It later accounted for his rise to Chief of ~ 
Staff with his eight skippers becoming Rear Admirals- or betterafter him. For Burke, 
whose real name is Bjorkegren, brought a mystique with him. It was one of faith and 
comradeship, of audacity too. This book is really an examination of that mystique, 
and of the nature of men who make good naval commanders. Much personal background 
and anecdote is included, such as how the late Admiral Halsey dubbed Burke "Thirty as 
One Knot" when the Commodore was too slow in joining the main Fleet at sea. But not 
all is background. In vividly described views of the Battle of Empress of Augusta 
Bay and other engagements, the hell-bent Squadron does its stuff. Five Japanese 
ships go down. Speed and endurance records are broken. Men die. Yet morale stays 
incredibly high. Careful research and painstakingly specific description evoke a 
kind of reality. Unfortunate though is the dialogue, humor, mysticism and "colorful" 
journalese which, as attempts to pump more fuel into the narrative, only strain the 
rather limited boilers. Give the author a short salute for not overglorifying what 
was really a minor phase of U.S. Navy history. Sea dogs young and old, afloat or 
on the beach, will constitute the largest audience by far.

CASTRO, CUBA AND JUSTICE $3.95 


Unlike Ruby Hart Phillips' recent Cuba: Island of Paradox which was not an un- eo 
reserved endorsement of Castro's new regime, this book, by a correspondent for the Chicago 
Sun-Times, is a thoroughly enthusiastic report of the Cuban revolt. Brennan was one of 
the reporters who spent some time with Castro in the Sierra Maestra and his account is 
colored by an admiration for the young rebel leader's “courage, deep loyalty to friends, 
almost limitless endurance of hardships and sacrifices, his love of freedom and his 
revolutionary spirit". He traces Cuba's political background from the Machado dictator- 
ship of the twenties and thirties, Batista's coup, the regimes of Grau San Martin and 
Socarras, Batista's return in 1952 to the birth of the 26th of July Movement in 1953 and 
the. first attack of the revolution on Fort Moncada. He reviews Castro's well-cared-for 
youth in Oriente Province; his education and reputation as a firebrand in the University 
of Havana; his unsuccessful marriage; his imprisonment by Batista and the subsequent plan- 
ning for the invasion of Cuba from Mexico; the young men and women who joined the revolution; 
finally victory on January 1, 1959. Brennan repudiates the notion that the Movement has 
been influenced by Communists and in an effort to explain Castro's mass executions after 
the revolt he is at pains to point out the brutality tactics of Batista's army and police. 

He is as irritated as Castro is incredulous over the explosions of criticism of the Move- 
ment in the U.S. press when there had been only silence in the press in the State Department 
when Batista was whipping up his reign of terror. Brennan's unflinching non-objectivity 
and partisanship will leave his book open to criticism. (LC: 59-11580)

IMPATIENT GIANT: RED CHINA TODAY $4.95 


Chief foreign correspondent for the Montreal Star Gerald Clark is one of the few a 
Western newspapermen who have visited Red China. This is a penetrating and provocative 
examination of a once backward nation which is rapidly assuming the proportions of a world 
power. He discusses the theory of the commune which represents the ultimate in collective 
society; the great mystique of manual work which has grown up in China; manners and morals 
in Shanghai - "once the lustiest city in the Orient"; China's virility and quickness to grasp 
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production methods; family life in, the communes; the role of the student and intel- 
lectual and the intense nationalsim and xenophobia which characterizes the new China.

He outlines 
the differences between Russian and Chinese Communism - that the Chinese revolution 
was essentially of the peasantry, not the city workers, the relative absence of class 
warfare in China and the austere Chinese bent on moral reform and their greater capacity 
for conformism. His conclusions: the regime in China is firmly entrenched, should be 
recognized and admitted to the U.N.; the success of Communism in China is having tre- 
mendous impact on other underdeveloped nations - notably India; the West can prevent. 
the spread of Communism only by ensuring the material well-being of other nations 
struggling to improve their own conditions. An informed account which will, no doubt, 
receive some critical attention.

OUT OF THE JAWS OF VICTORY $4.95 


Jules Abels, at present Chief Economist of the Small Business Administration 
in Washington, D.C., is a former associate editor of Newsweek and author of Truman Scandals 
and Welfare State. This book is an examination, tinged with some asperity, of the 
totally unexpected outcome of the 1948 presidential election. The author discusses 
the issues prominent in 1947 which made the prospects of that "flaming New Dealer” - 
Truman appear abysmal: the Palestine partition question, Henry Wallace's bolt, 

Southern disaffection from the Democratic Party and conservative reaction to the 
presidential committee on Civil Rights. Truman's attack on the 80th Congress, which 
was termed a purely political maneuver, the bizarre movement to make first General 
Eisenhower, then Justice Douglas, the Democratic nominee, all served to indicate that 
Truman would be a sure loser. The struggle between Taft, Stassen and Dewey preceding 
the Republican convention is traced along with the campaign strategy of both parties. 
And it is at this point that the author claims that Dewey's decision to wage a "high- 
level" campaign cost the victory. In comparing the outome of '48 and the prospects 
for 1960 the author suggests that Truman's campaign may be considered something of a 
model from the standpoint of political propaganda: "in these perilous times a delusion 
like that of '48 can arise again with more serious consequences to the nation than the 
defeat of Thomas E. Dewey". It is not difficult to understand why Mr. Truman refused 
to be interviewed for this book by Mr. Abels.

This 
book lacks the zest and flair of the Churchill saga, but is rewarding to the student of 
the period.

In November, 1958, a few days after the death of William McDermott - drama critic 
and columnist of the Cleveland Plain Dealer for over 35 years - William Porter said of hin, 
"Mac was without doubt the finest writer of simple, exact, descriptive prose who ever wrote 
for the Plain Dealer”, and, reading the selections included in this book, one is inclined 
to share Mr. Porter's enthusiasm.

THE DAY OF SAN JACINTO $3.95 


Aside from Texans, few Americans today have heard of the Texas Revolution 
of 1836, in which Texas gained its independence from Mexico; this confused book, which 
deals largely with the final and decisive battle of this "unique and very complex 
revolution," the battle of San Jacinto, will do little to dispel their ignorance. 
Settlement of Texas began in 1821 when, with the consent of Mexico, which controlled 
the country, Stephen Austin brought in an assortment of slave traders, fugitives, ad- 
venturers and ranchers; by 1835, largely under the leadership of Sam Houston, known . 
as "The Big Drunk", the Texans, independent and quarrelsome, united only in their 
hatred of their Mexican rulers, were beginning to revolt. Early in 1836 Santa Anna, 
President of Mexico, a handsome prima donna who ate opium, loved women and called 
himself "The Napoleon of the West} invaded Texas to put down the revolt, capturing 
the Alamo in San Antonio and killing its defenders, shooting 342 Texans captured at 
the battle of Goliad, and sending terrified settlers to the border in the "Runaway 
Scrape". In April Texas declared its independence and on April 26, on the San Jacinto 
River, Texas troops called by the Mexicans "Solados God Dammes," decimated Santa 
Anna's army, getting out of hand and butchering most of their prisoners but sparing 
Santa Anna who, later released, played an inglorious part in the inglorious Mexican 
War of 1846. Even those steeped in Texas history may be lost in the mazes of this 
book, but in spite of its obscurity it contains much excellent material and should 
appeal to Western historians and to Texans who like to read about Texas; not for the 
majority of non-Texans.

ADMTRALS IN COLLISION $3.95. L 


: On a calm, sunny day in June, 1893, off Tripoli, HMS Victoria, massive flag- 
ship of Britain's Mediterranean fleet, was rammed and sunk by HMS Camperdown under 
Rear Admiral Albert Markham. Among the 358 dead was Vice Admiral George Tryon, Com- 
mander in Chief of the fleet. Hough, author of last year's successful The Fleet That 
Had To Die, recreates the tragedy with scholarly objectivity and uses this incident as 
the pivotal point of change that resulted. The two men responsible for the disaster 
he draws in full characterization. Markham he shows as a serious officer, whose inter- 
ests in scholarship and exploration exceeded his naval zeal. Tryon, rich, brilliant, 
dissatisfied with orthodox procedure, was the exact opposite. He brought to his com- 
mand revolutionary ideas of signal and manoeuvring. On the day of the disaster, Tryon 
ordered Markham, who was off his port, into a flashy manoeuvre. Whether by miscalcu- 
lation or verbal misunderstanding, Tryon's order distinctly meant that the ships would 
collide. Markham questioned this only to himself, and- obedient to the Navy view on 
orders- issued the order for the Camperdown to make the required turn. Following the 
chaos of impact and rescue, a court of inquiry was held. The lost Commander's error 
was recognized, but Markham was criticized for following "impossible" orders. Once 
and for all it was proved that the ironclad discipline of Lord Nelson's time was out- 
moded. And the changes in command, signalling and ship design kept pace with a new 
Navy which could defeat Germany at sea 21 years later. This for the market more inter- 
ested in maritime affairs perhaps than in the current rash of popularized recall of 
incidents of the past.

Seth, Ronald Coward- McCann 
STALINGRAD: POINT OF RETURN $4.50 


This is a detailed account of the battle of Stalingrad, which marked the 
turning point of World War II on the Russian front. To gather vivid material for his 
book the author made a special trip to Stalingrad itself and spoke to some of the 
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participants in the battle. Many of their personal experiences have been included in this 
account. This gives the reader a closer look at isolated details and also conveys some- 
thing of the quality of the battle. Both sides are dealt with as objectively as possible. 
The author has drawn heavily on reliable German sources for his material. What is lacking, 
however, is a more detailed picture of the overall workings of the Russian High Command. 
This may be due to the fact that there are few sources of inside information available. 
None of the Russian generals have written their memoirs in the manner that the Germans 
have. Despite this handicap, the book does manage to convey the strategy of the Russian 
commanders through their actions in the field. All the elements are here: Hitler's mad- 
ness, the oncoming winter, the ferocious house-to-house fighting, the stiff Russian re- 
sistance in their final defense of Mother Russia, etc. (Plus a few errors of fact). All 
of this could have been made into a much more exciting book had the author utilized some 
technicues of suspense. Instead, he has made one of the most exciting battles in history 
surprisingly dull reading.

STANDARD HANDBOOK OF PLEASURE BOATS $5.95 


This is for the truly serious owner of small boats - runabout, cabin cruiser, 
sailboat, with or without auxiliary power - for its discussions and instructions are 
geared to extreme attention to details. After a look at what kind of a job you will 
want your boat to do - and what kind of a boat is best fitted for it (with the advantages 
and disadvantages of various types), material on testing, outfitting and engines follows. 
Boatbuilding, as a background for repair and maintenance, is described, as is rigging, 
and exterior and interior plans; work done and storage in a boatyard, the tuning and 
running of the boat. Basic foods and recipes and safety matters take up the rest of the 
text.

Not only is ita 
superb and inspired collection of writings related to gardening, but there will be 48 non- 
consecutive pages of illustrations, printed on colored paper, consisting of representative 
art from the ancient world down to the present in Joseph Stella and Paul Klee. The Intro- 
duction explains the selections, arranged as they are by topics and themes, and within 
each area suggesting changing emphasis, and only to that extent chronological and histor- 
ical. The pleasures of gardening find voice in as widely ranging fields as Francis Bacon 
and Colette; herbalists and early garden books; botanists and plant explorers; scientists 
and poets and landscape architects.

Dr. Paul Siple was, at the age of nineteen, the boy scout chosen to accompany 
Admiral Richard E. Byrd's first expedition to Antarctica in the winter of 1927/28. Since 
that time, when a close personal relationship sprang up between the boy scout and the 
admiral, Siple's life has been repeatedly bound up with arctic exploration and he has 
more recently been in command of the base set up on the geographic south pole, which 
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wintered there in 1956/57 in connection with the American contributions to the Inter. 
national Geophysical Year. Dr. Siple writes well and clearly of the history of early 
south-polar exploration, of his personal reminiscences of Admiral Byrd, of his own 
actual experiences in the Antarctic - some of which are fairly hair-raising - and of 
the possibilities,- both physical and political, for Antarctica in the future. Much 
of his narrative is a justly bitter (though never ill-tempered) account, often in 
words of one syllable, of the constant problems deriving from the military-scientific 
split in command since the government took an interest in the South Pole during the 
second world war. The book is certainly not written for younger readers, but could 
be highly recommended to them.

IRISH EARTH FOLK $4.00 


It is Mr. MacManus' perfectly straight-faced contention that there has been 
too much levity in connection with the supernatural manifestations for which Ireland 
is famous, and in this book he proceeds to record all manner of evidence, gathered 
from those whom he claims as reliable witnesses, of sightings and "seeings" of little 
good people, fairies, elementals, with several records of well-attested magic cures 
and the odd effects of various other spells, both good and bad, thrown in. There 
is no story line to the book and no narrative value. Each group of material is ar- 
ranged more or less by class of phenomena, but the bulk of the book consists of 
testimony. The work is dedicated to Yeats, who was a friend of Mr. MacManus, and 
while his style is hardly comparable to his master's it is easy and good. The pub- 
lishers list this item as non-fiction. Be that as it may, it is perfectly possible 
for an Irishman to keep his tongue all the way in his cheek and still be perfectly 
serious, so better leave it at that.

Thisis a precise and impassioned examination of the also precise and pas- 
Sionate mind of James Joyce. Starting from the view that many people seem to think 
that Joyce possessed in childhood the full wisdom and craft later displayed in 
Ulysses and Finnegan's Wake, Mr. Magalaner disproves this by examining Joyce's 
sources (Ibsen, Nietzsche, Dante, religion, life, etc.) and by showing how and where, 
and in what painstakingly revised, telescoped or expanded forms, they appear in his 
later work.

David Strother, a southern humorist who lived from 1816 to 1888, was born in 
Virginia, attended Jefferson College in Pennsylvania, studied art in New York City, 
traveled extensively in Europe, joined the Federal army out of his belief in the pre- 
servation of the Union, and was very popular and well-known in his time as the author 
and illustrator of over 50 travel narratives published in Harper's Monthly between 1853 
and 1878 under the pseudonymn of Porte Crayon. These amusing essays are accurate and 
informative as to geographical details, characters, and living conditions of the South 
in the 1850's. They have been carefully selected by Mr. Eby, Associate Professor of 
English at Madison College, who is currently preparing a biography of this long-neglected 
American, scheduled for publication next year. The illustrations were taken both from 
originals which appeared in Harper's (many have been preserved by Strother's grandson) 
and from reproductions of his wood drawings.

THEY LAUGHED WHEN I SAT DOWN $7.50 


A survey of how The Product was handled in the early and later days of adver- 
tising, this confines itself to its purveyance in the mass media of newspapers and maga- 
zines rather than present day radio and TV, and provides an entertaining backward look 
as exmples from credit- and debit- sheets are exhibited. Taking you back to Pears' and 
Ivory soaps, and before that to the simpler announcements in daily papers, P.T. Barnum 
(whose strident circus poster and carny spiel approach has not died and whose use of 
campaigns, contests, importations, concealed takes and build ups is still followed), 
this moves on to the individual admen, the growth of the agencies, the stories behind 
the patent medicines, the cereal business and automobiges. It continues with the slogan- 
izing and versifying that was an accompaniment and development, to the trademarks which 
identified The Product, to the advancing techniques of the copywriter who learned, 
through the figures, the value of his marketing talents.

The present volume is a collection of fifty of his 
selected columns, and it must be admitted that the level of wit and invention, while 
never of the highest, is consistently well above the average and makes for reason- 
ably attractive bed-time reading. Mr. Barker's adventures and misadventures with 
boy-faced dogs, hospitals, marriage, the younger generation at all levels of develop- 
ment, and a couple of rousing parodies (one very funny one on the conquering-of-a- 
wountain type book) give some notion of the author's far ranging interests, likes 
and dislikes.

Father Gardiner is the literary editor of the Jesuit weekly, America, This 
book is a collection of "fugitive" pieces which have appeared in that magazine since 
1940 and they are generally topical selections written to meet some immediate need at 
the time, although many of the reviews and articles are part of the continuing comment 
in the areas of censorship, advertising for the media and mass culture. In a preface ~ 
Father Gardiner briefly explains the broad base of his criticism which "has always . 
intended to be a comment on how books and our culture generally mirror that basic 
craving for happiness, for fulfillment, that underlies and girds all our human hopes 
and fears, loves and aspirations". After some initial discussion on the functions 
of literature there are remarks on: the paucity of literary disagreement; the decline 
of style in modern writing; the historical novel; the devotional aspects of much 
Catholic writing; the relationship between juvenile delinquency and the comic books. 
He includes his reviews of books he liked - Brideshead Revisited, The End of the 
Affair, Cry the Beloved Country, The Nun's Story and several others, along with dis- 
senting opinions on the recent works of Faulkner, Hemingway, John O'Hara, Steinbeck. 
The final section - Miscellany - subtitled A Critic When Not Being at His Last con- 
tains some reflections suggested by the seaons of Christmastide and Lent.

William Howells, noted anthropologist at Harvard and author of the immensely 
popular evolutionary story of man (Mankind So Far) published in 1944, has written his 
current book with "the same subject and similar plan"; however, in the light of the many 
facts and findings that have been uncovered in this field in the intervening years, 
Mankind In the Making must be considered a new, rather than a revised, study. Howells 
interprets tne vast body of extant facts on the basis of the evolutionary theory (the 
combination of heredity and natural selection), tracing that process as it applies to 
vertel rates, mammals, primates, and - most comprehensively - through the migrations and 
changes in the races of modern man. 193 line drawings by the Swedish artist Janis 
Cirulis and 8 pages of photographs of racial types render the text more easily understand- 
able for amateur anthropologists, zoologists, and biologists. Appended to the text are 
index, glossary, and "a formal classification of those main groups of vertebrates and 
primates which are important to man and his ancestry". Too specialized for most general 
readers, this is an up-to-the-minute reference work in the field of the evolution of the 
races of man.

In addition, Mr. Russell has 
included a collection of pictures - many in full color - of men, places, and documents plus 
diagrams of philosophic ideas which have been imaginatively translated into "geometrical 
metaphor", all of which adds up to an extremely attractive format. As always, Mr. Russell's 
style is highly lucid and unified; however, one is constantly aware of the presence of the 
the author as the interpreter of the men and ideas that are presented, and this can be 
disturbing to the serious student of philosophy. A highly useful, if somewhat luxurious, 
addition to the reference shelf in the home or public library.

History is more shaped by Famous Men, than Famous Men by the course of History. 
Or so implies the biographer of Lawrence of Arabia and Count Luckner, long known for his 
admiration of men who think boldly and act accordingly. Here he examines the history of 
the West from Solomon to the present in the light of 101 famous lives. Each it seems had 
that "vital spark" of thought, ambition or decisive action which permanently altered the 
“destinies of men. Nowhere in this series of vignettes however is this "vital spark" de- 
fined. Instead, in brief and succinct biographies, the lives speak for themselves as 
vital and disturbing forces working within a given period. Proceeding chronologically 
through such figures as Pericles, Charlemagne, Elizabeth I, Luther, Byron, Foch and 
ending with Churchill, we see them complement or clash with society, and often with each 
other. Almost every kind of person is included. Not all are virtuous: Tamerlaine shares 
equal honors with Joan of Arc. Not all are complex: the gentle Francis of Assisi is é 
considered as important as, say, Richelieu. In some it is love of power, in others the 
simple love of fellow man, and in still others the tortures of psychopathic minds which 
drive them onward. And----through war, politics, exploration, art, and science----the 
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world is drastically altered by each. The book is over-simplified in every sense, 
shallow in characterization, questionable as philosophy. Yet thanks to its range 
and facile style, its interesting focus on personality, it makes good reading for 
the wide audience this writer-explorer has enjoyed for so long.

This mediocre biography of the man who wrote the music for suct movies as 
High Noon, The Friendly Persuasion, and The High and the Mighty is an anecdotal ac- 
count of "famous people I have known" in the fields of classical music and popular 
entertainment. Living in Russia for his first 20 years, Tiomkin tells of his contacts 
with Shostakovitch, Glazunov, and Prokofiev at the St. Petersburg Conservatory; with 
Busoni in Berlin, where he found a temporary home two years after the Bolshevik revo- 
lution; and arriving ultimately in America, he speaks of Morris Gest, the Gershwins, 
and Hollywood notables of the past 30 years. The most colorful and interesting sec- 
tions of this book are the early ones, which recreate quite honestly the temper of 
the young artistic circle in St. Petersburg under the last Tsarist regime; however, 
except for those who dote upon gossip about celebrities, the remainder of Tiomkin's 
leisurely rambling is bland and tedious reading.

STONEWALL JACKSON $20.00 


Even in his lifetime Thomas Jonathan Jackson, the inspired Confederate gen- 
eral known as "Stonewall" for his rocklike immobility under fire, was a man "about | 
whom tales were told and legends gathered". From this lengthy, accurate and finely 
objective biography by the editor of the Virginian Pilot Jackson himself emerges, with 
his blazing military genius, his fanatical belief in duty, his devotion to his wife 
and baby daughter and his implacable severity to his enemies and those who disobeyed 
him, his personal idiosyncracies and his unswerving conviction that God was always 
on his side. Born in Virginia in 1834, graduating from West Point with a fairly 
distinguished record, fighting in the Mexican War and settling down as an instructor 
at the Virginia Military Institute, Jackson, then a Major, had given little indica- 
tion of his "heaven-born" military ability until at the age of 37 he was thrown into 
history by the Civil War; at 39, a Lieutenant General, he had saved Richmond, pulled 
victory from defeat endless times, and frightened Washington by his brilliant cam- 
paigns; he died in May, 1863, shot by mistake by his own men at Chancellorsville. 
Written with wit and discrimination, this carefully balanced book, the result of 12 
years of research, is too heavy in actual poundage for easy reading; a book to be 
owned not borrowed. It comes closer to Frank E. Vandiver's Mighty Stonewall (McGraw- 
Hill) in the completeness of its coverage and its balance and scholarship, than it 
does to Burke Davis' more generally "popular" biography, They Called Him Stonewall 
(Rinehart). This should be definitive; Civil War historians and buffs will find it 
essential.

* This is an absolutely first rate history of the musical genre known as 
country blues, in which the author has done a really back-breaking job of research 
into almost virgin territory, and handles his material with skill, tact and the ut- 
most readability. Most of the music discussed is related to what are known as "race 
records", recordings made by Negro entertainers for the Negro market. Going back 
into the early days of race recordings, Mr. Harters has charted a perilous, but 
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clearly expounded, course through the histories of many a fly-by-night recording house, 
and his efforts constitute a major discography for race records in the late twenties and 
thirties.

Brinnin, John Malcolm Little, Brown-A.M.P. 
THE THIRD ROSE: Gertrude Stein and Her World $6.00 


* This is a biography and interpretation of Gertrude Stein, and none of the emo- 
tional elements of Brinnin's personal attachment and involvement with Dylan Thomas, which 
made his Dylan Thomas in America antipathetic to many, enter here. Gertrude Stein has been 
dead for nearly ten years- and her portrait has been accomplished with great detachment. 

It is- or it seems to be- a monumental work of keen scholarship and should give Brinnin a 
real niche in the critical world. In Malcolm Brinnin, as in Gertrude Stein, for all her 
eccentricity, there is a substratum of love for the orderly, bourgeois life. No such minor 
loyalties affected the racked genius of Dylan Thomas. Without going into the details of 
her life, as a student under William James, as an all but graduate doctor at Johns Hopkins, 
eas an art amateur in Paris- under the tutelage of her brother Leo, as the friend of Matisse 
and Picasso- and of course Alice B. Toklas- in fact all of the enormously publicized facts 
of her life, this book gains its distinction by its evaluation of Gertrude Stein as a writer. 
Gertrude Stein tried to do for the English language what Picasso and Braque did for paint- 
ing. By deliberately limiting her writer's equipment, by destroying the connotative vi- 
tality of words, she threw away those properties of language which gave the literary artist 
the advantage of definiteness in color, tone, gravity. While her attempt to get away from 
the conventional definitions of words was valid, her experiment to reduce the materials 

of literature to the strictness of musical notes and chords was bound to result in a dead 
end. By saying "a rose is a rose is a rose", she hoped to eliminate all sentimental asso- 
ciations with the rose and add something to its redness. Brinnin also brings out Gertrude 
Stein's profound interest in philosophical themes of identity, time and memory (similar 

to Proust's). But it is also a rich portrait of the artist as a person, her grandeur, 

her capacity for friendship, her intellect, her wit, and her genuine humanism. It should = 
interest anyone concerned ith the literary-artistic history of the decades from 1910 to 
1950.

The sob story of Mae Murray, the "Little Miss Box Office" of early filmdom, 
traces her career from its golden beginning to its crumpled finale and circulates 
through that garish to gala era of Vanderbilt and Astor and Hearst, De Mille and 
Barrymore and Valentino (always a close friend).

Without money, she almost 
lost her child- to illness; then lost him to the people in whose care she placed him, 
so that her story ends here as she is alone- with only her dream,.. A non-literary, 
almost a screen magazine, handling of a life story with strong emotional sequences- 
but the name value here may well be faded.

The Extraordinary Story of Dr. Paul Niehans and his cellular therapy which 
has been discredited here- while in use in Germany, Central Europe, Russia, Scandin- 
avia, provides one of the more interesting annals of medicine. Niehans, now in his 
‘70's although he looks twenty years younger, lives alone in his chateau near Vevey- 
where he once maintained his clinic. After a quite brilliant virtuoso career in 
medicine, then in surgery, Niehans (influenced by the work of Carrel) experimented 
with organ transplants in the 1930's, went on to develop his injections of live 
(from animals) cellular material which has been (according to the statistics here) 
remarkable not only in preventing senescence, but also in treating endrocine de- 
ficiencies (Mongoloids, etc.), anemia, nephrosis, diabetes, arthritis and heart dis- 
ease. Two of his most famous and spectacular cases were the cure of the Pope (1954) 
and later the composer Furtwangler. There is an extensive presentation of his 
"revitalization" cure (the cost is not high- circa $1000) and the regimen it involves; 
of what diseases it works to best effects; and of its occasional liabilities (one- 
charged here- that it may be cancer producing, although Niehans believes it's a 
prophylactic procedure).... Lambert handles his material in a stentorian manner- 
this does not always help to convince or convert.

After 
outlining the history of the disease, its definition and its variations, Dr. Bland con- 
centrates on the two important types- rheumatoid arthritis which is the main problem, 
and degenerative joint disease (often called osteoarthritis). He has no use for special 
diets- except a balanced one ("oil the joints", etc.) and recommends no particular 
climate; he does discuss drugs (aspirin is still the most important), orthopedic manage- 
ment, rest, heat, massage, and specific exercises for the particular area affected.... 
Not the sure cure-all appeal (sham) of the Alexander Arthritis and Common Sense 
which found so many victims of this disease willing to buy- and buy,- but which indi- 
cated in any case the wide audience available.

NICHOLAS BIDDLE $7.50 a 
The result of years of research, this lengthy and erudite book by a Southern 
historian is both a biography of Nicholas Biddle (1786-1844), Philadelphia millionaire 
end diplomat, President of the Bank of the United States and a man largely forgotten today, 
and a detailed study of the early financial history of this country: the conflict between 
the Jeffersonian adherents of a financial policy of /aissez faire, as exemplified by 
Andrew Jackson, who hated all banks, and the Hamiltonians, personified by Biddle and ds- 
tested by Jackson, who believed in the control of national credit and currency through a 
nationally chartered institution -- the United States Bank. Through his Bank, Biddle 
(known to American historians for his superb editing of the Lewis & Clark papers) es- 
tablished a policy of national security which endured for years but which was overthrown 
in 1839 by Jackson, advocate of free speculation. By wrecking the Bank Jackson also 
destroyed the financial security of the nation, for after its closing speculators moved 
without restraint; the effects of his policies lasted until this century. Biddle, who 
lost reputation and private fortune in the crash of the Bank, lived for some years on 
his wife's money and died in 1844. Specialized in subject, formidable in content and 
style, this weighty book, a valuable addition to the records of America's financial his- 
tory, belongs in historical, financial and the larger public libraries; it will hold little 
appeal to average readers of history or biography.
